THE LORD’S 
DAY BILL 


More Laws For 


Good Canucks 
to Break 


Here ie the text of the Lord’s Day 
Observance bill as presented to the 
Houee, amended by the eelect committee 
to which it was referred : 

3.—Nutwithstanding anything here- 
in contained, any person may on the 


@ Lord's day do any work of necessity or 


mercy, and for greater certainty, bat 
not eo as to reatrict the ordinary mean 
ing of the expression ‘“‘work of neces 
sity or mercy,’ it ishereby declared that 
it shall be deemed to include the folluw- 
ing clasees of work. 

a. And necessary or customary work 
in con section with divine worship; 

b. Work for the relief of sickness and 
euffering, including the eute of drugs, 
medicines and surgical appliances by re 
tail; ' 

c. Receiving, transmitting or deliver 
ing telegraph ur telephone mersayes : 

dl. Starting or maintaining free, mak 
ing repairs to furnaces, and repaire in 
casegof emergency, and doing any othe: 
work, when such fires, repairs or work 
are essential to any inc ustiial process 01 
euch w continuous nature that it cannot 
be etopped without eerious injury to itr 
product or to the plant or property used 
in such procese, or if without the doing 
of such work on the Lord's day such 
process cannot be carried on continuous 
ly and safely during the other six dayr 
uf the week; 

e. Any work without the doing o 
which on the Lo d’a day, electric cur 
re:.t, light, heat, water or gx8, cannot br 
continuously eupplied for lawful pur- 
posee; 

{. The conveying of travelers and work 
incidentel thereto; i 

g. The continuance totheir destination 
of trains and vessels in transit when the 
Loid's day begine: 

h. Loading and unloading merchan 
dise,:tin ermediate poin 4, on or from 
pas © .ge: boats or trains; 

i, Keeping railway tracks clear of 
snow or ice, making repaira in cases of 
emergency, or doing any other work of 
alike incidental character without the 
doing of which on the Lord's day . the 
trafic on any transportation line cannot 
be safely carried on; 

j. Work before 8 o'clock in the fore- 
noon and ufter 8 o'clock in the afternoon 
of yard crews in bandliug carsin railway 
yards, 

k. Loading, unloading and operating 
any ocean going vessel which otherwise 
would be unduly delayed after her 
echeduled rate of eniling, or any veasel 
which would bein imminent danger of 
being rtopped by the closing of naviga- 
tion; 

1. The caring of live stock and per 
ishable products arriving at any point 
during the Lord's day; 

m. The operation of any ferry or boat 
authorized by competent authority to 
carry passengers on the Lord's day; 

n. The hiring of horeea and carriages 
for personal uve of the hirer or his fami: 
ly for any purpose not prohibited by 
thie act; 

o. Any unavoidable work after 8 
o'clock in the afternoon of the Lord's 
day in the preparation of the regular 
Monday morning edition of a daily newe- 
paper; 

p. Any unavoidable work after 4 
o'clock in the afternoon of the Lord's 
day, for or in connection with the setting 
ot bakers’ sponge; 

q. The delivery of milk and ice for 
domestic use and the work of domestic 
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servante; 

4.—It shall not be lawfal for any per- 
eon to permit any employee, other than 
employees on boate which do not com- 
plete their regular tripe within 24 houre, 
to do on the Lord’s day any work within 
subsections c to n inclusive, and eub- 
sectioneq andr of section 3 of this act 
or incidental thereto, unless such em- 
ployee ie given during the next eix days 
of such week 24 cunsecutive houre with- 
out labor. 

6. It shall not be lawful for any per- 
eon on the Lord's day to run, conduct, 
or convey by any mode of conveyance 
any excnreion on which passengers are 
conveyed for hire, and having for ite 
principal or only object the carriage on 
that day of euch passengers for amuee- 
ment or pleasure, and passengers 80 con- 
veyed shall not be deemed to be travelere 
within the meaning of thie act. 

7. It ehall not be lawful for any person 
on the Lord’s day to open to the public 
park or pleasure ground or other place 
maintained for gain, to which an admis- 
sion fee ie charged directly or indirectly, 
or within which a fee ie charged for any 
service or privilege. 

9.—It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son on that day to shoot at any target, 
mark or other ebject, or to use any gun, 
rifle or other engine for that purjx ee. 

10.—It ehall not be lawful for any per- 
sou to bring into Canada for sale or 
lietribution or to eell or distribute within 
Canada on the Lord’s day any foreign 
newspaper or publication classified ae a 
hewepaper, 

Every police officer is given authority 
to enter snepected premises other than

The People HereWere Side-Tracked 
and are Now Very Angry 


The following despatch from Ottawa has caused many 
a good manin this valiey to express his condemnation of 
the Ottawa Government in language more forcible than 
polite, Grit and Tory alike declaring that a great injustice 
has been done the cuuntry: 

“The western subsidies are as follows, all being 
re-votes: Wellington & Union Bay, B.C , 55 miles 
$176,000; Western Alberta, 50 miles, $160,000; 
Toulon, on the Icelandic river, Manitoba, 35 miles, 
$112,000; Kootenay Central, Golden to Interna- 

Boundary, 186 $595,200; Kettle 

River Valley, Grand Forks up North Fork of the 

Kettle river, 50 miles, $160,000.” 

From the above there can be no doubt that the Koot- 
enay Central subsidy has been extended past August 2nd, 
1907, at which time it was to have expired, but it does not 
state on what terms the re-vote was allowed and it is 
rumored that under the new conditions the company must 
build certain sections each year and have it a'l completed 
by 1909, when the charter expires.

There js no more wholesome food 
among fish than a mackerel, yet‘ close 
along the backbone of that same edi- 
ble there lies a strip of flesh which may 
bring you to death's door even If it 
fails to kill you. You may eat it a 
hundred times and It wi:l be as whole- 
some as the rest of the fish, but the 
hundred and first time or enrlicr it 
may cause terrible trouble. This Is be- 
cause it occasionally, without any sign 
or any known reason, distills a power- 
ful irritant poison. There is no dif- 
ference in the appenrance of the fish 
or ju its flavor; nothing to warn you 
of the danger. The only remedy is to 
leave the spine of the fish alone and not 
take the flesh that lies In the angle of 
the backbone’s edges. There is never 
a year without a few deaths from this 
cause, though you might eat mackerel 
scores of times without taking harm. 
Yet animals have some way of detect- 
ing the poison, and a cat will not eat 
the flesh from the mackerel’s spine if 
it is dangerous. It is not a question 
of stnleness—a perfectly fresh fish may 
be deadly and a stale one barmless.— 
London Standard.

Maxwell Smith, Dominion fruit in- 
epector, hae a eplendid .article in the 
Britiali Columbia Review from which the 
following is extracted : 

“There is little need for this province 
to epend money in trying to induce im- 
migraute from other countries to come 
here and settle. The beet immigration 
work that British Columbia can do ie 
to develop the fruit-growing industry 
and to send targe quantities of firat-claee 
fruit properly grown, harvested, packed 
and shipped into the Northwest; this 
will judiciously advertiee the province 
and bring our own people here ae soon 
ae they become tired of the more rigor- 
ous climate of the prairies. 

“Although it ie less than sixteen years 
since the first full carload of fruit war 
shipped out of Britis: Columbia,” Mr. 
Smith saye, ‘progress hae been fuirly 
rapid and people are now beginning to 
realize something of ite possibilities us a 
truit-growing province."’ 

Mr. Smith then etates the following 
tstonishing facts: In the season of 
1904, the fruit crop of Britieh Columbia 
vas valued at $600,000, and the area 
under cultivation estimated at 14,000 
acres. In 1905 the area under fruit had 
been increase! to 20,000 acres, and the 
total revenue derived therefrom wae 
nearly one million dollars. In the eam: 
vear something like $500,000 was ex 
pended in the purchase and improve- 

nent of fruit lands, and the average 
price received for grade No. 1 apple: 
from October 1, 1905, to March 31, 1906, 
was $1.27 per 40-Ib. box, f.o.b. shipping 
point. The early varieties started out at 
$l net, and during the latter part of 
February and March ag high as $2 per 
box wae being paid fo: strictly No. lin 
carload lots. 

“Outside of the quantities consumed 
in our own cities the chief market fur 
British Columbia fruit is the prairie 
provinces, east of the Rocky moun 
taine’’, continues Mr. Smith, ‘a market 
which will always demand the beet that 
the fruit-grower can proguce and in 
ever-increasing quantities, go that Brit- 
ish Columbia need have no fear, no mat- 
ver how rapidly the industry develope, 
of an over-production of good, clean 
commercial varieties. The province ir 
nost favorably situated, in being con- 
iguous to the vast plains to the eaet, 
where fruit growing on a commercial 
basis is not likely ever to be a.euccess. 
Chat territory is bound to increase rap- 
idly in population and the consumption 
of fruit will be enormous, Itis a curi 
ous fact that the average family on the 
prairies of the Northwest consumes more 
fruit than do those of British Columbia 
and it is quite natural also to expect 
that asthe farmere of the prairies suc- 
ceed within @ comparatively few years 
in laying by sufficient to keep them in 
comfort for the rest of their lives, they 
should look to British Columbia with its 
congenial climate, magniticent scenery 
and tremendous unexplored and unde- 
veloped natural reeonrces as a place in 
which to spend theirdeclining years.”
